The  receipts  from  all  sources  diirinj?  the  year  have  exc^eeded  our 
estimates  bv  f3,250,000,  and  are  1024,317  greater  than  tlie  receipts 
last  year. 
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The  total  expenditures  from  the  Generol  Fund  were  |1,139,000  less 
than  last  year,  and  the  balance  in  the  General  Fund  is  $1,660,888.80 
greater. 

The  cash  in  the  Sinking  Fund  shows  a  decrc*ase  of  ?21 5,221.86,  due 
to  the  transactions  involving  the  f^ale  of  Government  bonds  amount- 
ing to  $600,000,  and  the  purchase  of  State  bonds  amounting  to  $918.- 
550.  These  transactions  resuUed  in  a  material  saving  to  the  State 
and  gave  relief  to  the  banks  during  the  financial  stringency  of  Octo- 
ber and  November. 

The  bonded  debt  of  the  State  is  materially  den-reased;  although 
the  net  debt  shows  an  increase  of  $24,271.86,  due  to  premiums  paid 
on  bonds  purchas(^d.  This  will  be  many  times,  covered  by  the  saving 
of  interest  on  the  bonds  purchased. 

In  the  matter  of  the  expenditures  in  finishing  and  furnishing  the 
new  capitol,  referred  to  in  my  last  report,  T  wish  to  say  that  although 
denied  the  support  of  the  Legislature,  I  refused,  on  my  own  responsi- 
bility, to  pay  warrants  amounting  to  over  $200,000.00  which  were  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor  and  issued  by  the  Auditor  General.  Other 
bills  amounting  to  many  thousands  of  dollars  have  not  been  pre- 
sented on  account  of  these  refusals,  and  these  amounts  will  doubt- 
less be  saved  to  the  State. 

In  view  of  the  charges  of  fraud  that  were  made  by  this  Depart- 
ment, the  Tx^gislature  appointed  an  investigating  commission,  and 
after  an  exhaustive  examination  the  Commission  found  that  my  es- 
timate of  $5,000,000  of  overcharge  was  entirely  within  the  fact.**. 

The  rommission  n^commended  prosecutions,  which  were  instituted 
and  vigourously  pressed  by  Attorney  General  Todd.  Indictments 
have  been  secured  against  all  the  participants  whose  cases  were  not 
exempted  by  the  statute  of  limitations. 

The  State  is  to  be  congratulated  not  only  upon  the  exposure  of  one 
of  the  most  stupc^ndous  frauds  that  w.is  ever  perpetrated,  and  the 
high  probability  of  the  conviction  of  the  guilty  parties,  but  also  upon 
the  g(»neral  effect  the  reforms  in  the  Treasury  Department  has  had 
upon  the  other  D(*partments  and  the  general  business  of  the  State. 

Tlie  certainty  of  careful  examination  of  settlements  and  payments 
has  led  to  incn^ased  receipts,  and  reduced  payments  amounting  to 
many  thousands  of.dollars. 

The  increased  approj)riations  made  by  the  last  legislature  will  in 
all  probability  absorb  the  current  receipts  in  1908.  A  table  giving 
the  estimated  receipts  for  1908  is  appended,  showing,  a  total  of  $2.3,- 
54.3.700.00. 

On  October  8d,  1907  the  balance  due  the  Commonwealth  from  the 
City  Savings  Fund  &  Trust  Company  of  Lancaster,  which  failed  in 
1904,  was  paid  into  the  Treasury,  closing  the  account. 

In  October,  1907,  the  Iron  City  Trust  Company  of  Pittsburg  closed 
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its  doors,  having  at  the  time  |75,000  of  Htate  funds  on  deposit, 
which  sum  with  accrued  interest  was  turned  into  the  State  Treasury 
by  the  sureties  within  five  days  after  the  failure.
